Antioch's high school teachers, 
working without a contract for 
the present school year, ..and the 
board* of education will make an- 
other; effort at 4 p.m. next Mon- 
day to settle on a new contract. 

But the prospects for such an 
agreement took . a turn for the 
~worse~at~ 1 sst~ Wednesday • night's 
board meeting and again 'Monday 
when a letter was sent, to each 
teacher telling them how much 
the school had done for thorn* it 
was reported. 

Talks between the board and 
teacher negotiating teams have 
yielded little as yet. . 

The board held a special meet- 
ing Monday night to discuss the 
situation and to be brought up to 
date by its negotiating team. 
Strategy for next Monday's ses- 
sion was expected to have been 
formulated^ 

The school's faculty turned out 



en masse; for last Wednesday's 
board meeting in an attempt to 
talk directly to the board about 
the slowness of the negotiations; 
-However, a request to address 
the board was , denied, and 'the 
board also denied a request ; that 
a mere. 'statement be allowed . ' . 
bf. The ^aadty^then';-adjourhcd-to 
the auditorium for a meeting of 
its. own. - .-'• ■ 
. Illinois Education Association 
representative Ted Sanders told 
the teachers that they had been 
offered a $200 increase in salary 
of a beginning ■ teacher with a 
bachelors^degreo^-f rom $7,400 to 

17,600. ■■"'■■•.. 
'But the administration had also 
stood firm on a demand that 
teachers come off the five per 
cent salary -index on which they 
were last year. '. . 

The index gives teachers an ad- 
ditional five .per cent . of base 



pay for . each year's experience 
and for each cluster of graduate 
hours they accumulated toward 
master and doctorate degrees. ■■ 
In its place the board has pro-' 
posed ■ a salary schedule which 
would give experienced teachers 
and. those 'who, have continued 
their education, less money, than 
they would have received on last 
year's 'salary, schedule, according 
to Sanders. 

Sanders told the teachers that 
if the board comes back to the 
index that he didn't know why the 
contract, couldn't be ' negotiated in 
one night. 

.Sanders indicated, after being 
pressed by the teachers that a 
deadline night might be set to 
cither "withhold services" or

Dr. J. Jan Gund.^Nlles, volun- 
teer water safety chairman for 
Mid-America Chapter of Red 
Cross in Chicago, said there were 
94 drownings reported in news 
media in the six-county Chicago 
area from April 1, 1970, through 
Labor .Day. 

. . These 94 drownings were more 
than double the 42 reported in 
the same, period of 1869, and they 
exceed by two the 92 drownings 
reported ' in summer, 1968: Dur- 
ing ~ 1967*s~ summer, 89 persons 
were reported drowned. The most 
tragic year was 1966 when ■ 124 
persons ' were reported drowned. 

Dr. Gund said the four-year 
record high perhaps reflects a 
warm summer and one when pol- 
lution levels and alowives were 
relatively low; . . - . > i 

Labor Day weekend, 1790, was 



comparatively safe -for- swim- 
mers. Two deaths were reported 
during the i ^three-day weekend^ 
Dr. Gund said, while .seven .were

15 were .22-40; 12 were 6-11 years; 
and 13 persons were over 40. . 

Dr. Gund . believes the 1970 
drownings Illustrate the necessity 
for parents to be certain their 
children, swim only in lifeguarded 
areas. ''..;' 

Only 16 of the 94 drownings oc- 
curred i in areas where* there 
would presumably, be other, swim- 
mers ncearby, or. possibly life- 
guards on duty. 

The 94 drownings include 22 
persons who lost their, lives- in 
Lake Michigan; 20 in other 
lakes; 15 in rivers; 9 in home 
pools or ponds;, 9 in . quarries [qp 
drainage: ditches; ; .6 . in other 



pools; and 4 in wells, tubs, buck- 
ets of .waler. 

She said tliat 38 of the drown- 
ing^iwojro^^falUn 
These persons did not expect to 
be-: in the" water^but fell from 
boats, docks or the' ." edges', of 
pools,; ponds,. lakes and rivers. 

The water safely expert, stres- 
ses -that '• every., person should 
learn to swim well enough to save 
himself when a "falling in" ac- 
cident happens. " 

.^'You can .probably be saved if 
you can stay afloat in water for 
15 minutes, or can swim just 50 
feet to safety," Dr., Gund said.- : 

If • youngsters can't learn to 
swim before summer, 1971, they 
should enroll in Red Cross 1971 
summer "Learn to Swim" classes 
at school pools, park district 
pools, or suburban parks. 

Parents may get help now In 
learning, to swim and teaching 
children by. calling Red Cross 
to order ' 'Teaching Johnny to 
Swim", (30 cents) and "Red Cross 
Swimming and Water Safety"

The. Village '"' Board Mbncfat 
night took- the. action after hear-, 
ing ' a report, by Public works 
Supt. Charles Maplethorpe -auq 
Village Mayor Raymond ToftS: 

The board's order affects such 
subdivisions as the Oakwood 
Knolls and Village Green 'and; 
takes in the area north of Green- 
briar Avenue. 

"We have some bad spots in. the 
area that need immediate atten- 
tion," the. mayor, said. "Until; 
we get them fixed I believe It Is 
imperative that we temporarily 
curtail .building permits until tjte 
situation is corrected." 

"It makes sense to me," said 
Trustee' George Bartlett. "It pro- 
vides protection for the people 
now living in the northern neigh- 
borhood of the village." 

Supt. Maplehorpc said there is 
one; section measuring about 40 
feet on' Gary's Drive where the 
sewer tile has been washed put. 

' 'There , is a possibility of; [ a 
street collapse,", said a public 
works official. 

"Let's^not wish that on us," 
Mayor Toft said. 

The. trustees were .unanimous 
in supporting the mayor's recom- 
mendation that .the temporary 
ban bo. put on building permits; 

Maplethorpe - said that' the Na- 
tional. Power, KoddiDg Co. ha4 
li^h''cBll^^ L, ;,lB'^'ffco : '. a 'survey 
of sewer lines, in the wake of 
flooding conditions. • . ^ - ;> 

He said that the contracted 
price was about $3,300 but the 
figure will bo -higher inasmuch 
as the firm did some cleaning of 
sewer lines when concrete and 
blacktop 'interfered witii Us tele- 
vision cameras. 

Maplethorpe was asked to seek 
estimates' on the repair of the 
sewer, lines — the most serious 
ones which need immediate atten- 
tion. 

. The mayor urged all". of the 
trustees to watch the 'television 
viewing of the sewer's. "It will 
open your "eyes," he said. 

He said the' cameras have 
found places of cracked tile and 
the infiltration of water.

Get It Settled 

Like so many other communities through- 
out the nation Antioch is now experiencing gen- 
eral unrest among its teachers. In this case it lies 
with the teachers at the high, school blithe basic 
problem does or will, exist' with aJl teachers, 

The problem of negotiating a new contract 
for the Antioch High School teachers came to a 
head last Wednesday mght when the entire staff 
at the high school went to the monhtly meeting 
of_the Board of Education in an effort to present 
its sicleTof Ihe.negotiating problem. 

The board felt it could not listen to the re- 
port of the teachers, in that this type of a report 
was not part Of the negotiated terms. 

Herein lies the basic problem at Antioch — 
and that is an almost total- breakdown- of. com- 
munications between teachers, the board and the 
administration. - * 

This situation is having a serious effect on 
the teachers of Antioch High School and the ad- 
ministration and the Board of Education. 

Although we feel sure the teachers have 
tried not to let it effect their classroom work, we 
are just as sure it is beginning to rub off on the 
jnost important person in this conflict -^ the stu- 
dent. 

And if the situation doesn't clear up soon, 
we feel sure that the students are going to feel 
it even more. 

This type of conflict very quickly destroys 
the:morale level of a teaching staff, and this, in 
turn, reflects in the teaching with the students 
getting the short end. 

For the present the teachers are not plan- 
ning any type of pressure tactics to go against! 
the .board. But we have it on good authority, that 
if the problem. is not solved soon, the teaching 
staff at Antioch High School is unified to the 
point, if pushed, would as a last resort— strike. 

According to Gilbert Krahn, president of the 
Antioch High School Teachers Association, the 
overall theme on which he and thej teachers have 
been working is complete cooperation with. the 
board and the administration. 

We also have it on good authority that the 
board members and the administration feel the 
same way. 

Now, if this is so, and there is good reason 
to believe that it is, why has this problem become 
so serious? 

— -T-he-negotiations-have-been going on for al- 
most a year and as it stands, things are no better 
now than when they were first started. 

If both sides so genuinely like to cooperate 
with each other, and both sides seem to want to 
develop a fine educational system, then it is 
about time to end this foolishness, put aside un- 
important and useless items, sit down and resolve 
the problem and get back to running a school sys- 
tem/ »
